Oklahoma Senator Says Republican 
Leader “Seem* to Forget That 
Military Autocracies Have 
Been Swept Away." 


W ashington. D. CV- Senator Owen 
af Oklahoma, in a speech in the sen­ 
ate, Saturday, replied 
to the 
argu­ 
m ents advanced August 12 by Sen 
ator lxHige against the le a g u e ut Na­ 
tions. 
The Oklahoma senator devoted 
his attention particularly to the funda­ 
mental purpose of the League of N a­ 
tion*. namely, an instrumentality for 
the maintenance of the world** i*eace. 
"The M assachusetts senator calls a t­ 
tention." he said, 
"to 
the 
alluring 
promises made in the treats of Paris 
of November 20. 1815, and the high 
purposes alleged in the treaty of the 
holy alliance, and shows historically 
that war* followed, and not peace. He 
argued 
by 
necessary inference th a t 
these promises of peace and assurance 
of high purposes 
did 
not 
product 
peace but war, and therefore that the 
declaration of purpose* found in the 
piesent covenant of the 
leag u e of 
Nations would naturally be followed 
by war. because 'mankind repeats it­ 
self.’ 
"The obviate fallacy of this argu­ 
m ent is that the alleged purposes of 
the holy alliance had nothing to do 
with the consequences which ensued 
from that alliance. 
W ar did not re­ 
edit from the virtuous promises made 
to the people by the holy alliance 
The bol} alliance made willfully, de­ 
ceitful and false promises of broth­ 
erly love and peace in order to de 
ceive the people ut Russia, Prussia 
end A ustna. and thus prevent them 
from going into a revolution as the 
people had done in France under con 
odious oi tyranny and brutal military 
p 'w er. 
The fact that wars followed 
the holy alliance was 
because the 
treaty was between military dy n asties 
controlled by intr.cue, by rival arm a­ 
m ents and ambitious secret purposes. 
They were lined up against other snu- 
governments at 
that

ture Oi government or in conception 
o. liberty and popular rights.

Russia. Austria and Prussia because 
of their then several socret. dynastic 
and military ambitions

There was no means or 
promoting 
progressive disarmament, and the lust 
for power, unrestrained by law. un­

m ake itself effective

there is available now 
“Th* trouble with the s»nato

NO RACE AGITATION 


IJy News* Sjtecinl Service 
.M STIX, Tex., Sept. I.-—Resolu­ 
tions advising agitators who stir up 
strife between whites and negroes 
to stay out of Texas, and pledging 
themselves to help in the enforce­ 
ment of law and order, were adopt- 
td it a mash meeting df negroes and 
whites held upon call of Dr. L. L. 
Campbell, negro moderator of the 
St. Jo h n ’s Association. About 2,000 
negroes were present. 
Th** resolutions 
condemn 
negro 
publications 
that 
magnify 
the 
wrongs done 
the negroes by 
the 
whites and tUtii.ua!<e I.;** good. This 
is no time to wave th** bloody shirt 
between the races, it is declared. 
“There seems to be an organized 
effort springing 
iron* 
somewhere 
that would array th** negroes against 
the whites of the South/* the reso­ 
lutions state. “ The inconsistence of 
such a course is plainly shown by 
the Northern negro 
himself. 
for 
while 
he seeks 
to 
estrange 
the 
whites ami the blacks of the South. 
he 
takes good 
pains 
to stay 
on 
friendly terms with the whites of 
the North.** 
Plenty of White Friend*. 
The resolutions then call the ne-» 
gro’s attention to the fact that he 
lives in the South; that 
here 
he! 
must hope for his success and that 
here he will find plenty of white 
friends who 
ready and able to 
help an honest and industrious ne­ 
gro. 
“ VY* 
discourage and emphatically 
declare our opposit on to negroes of 
th** North, who do not understand 
conditions in the South, interm ed­ 
dling with our relationship a.* two 
different races in the South.** the 
resolutions conclude. “The Southern 
white man understands the South­ 
ern negro with respect to the white 
man. If we are left to ourselves w*e 
w’ill in time adjust all of our dif­ 
ferences to the good of all concern­ 
ed. 
“That we use our influence in the 
several communities where we live 
for p**ace, patience and forbearance 
on the part of the negro, and that ; 
we use every legitimate and Christly 
means to observe the golden rule in j 
our dealings with our fellowman,' 
regardless of his race or color. 
“That we tender our services to 
the local and state authorities in 
allaying this nervousness and 
un­ 
easiness now existing between the 
races.”
